Halt of Cook’s 


If Cook county will raise the finds 
to widen state roads within its boun- 
daries it may obtain from the state a 
refund of one-half the money spent, 
according to an opinion given iast 
night by Attorney General Oscar Carl- 
strom. 

The opinion gave fresh impetus to 
the movement headed by Anton J. Cer- 
'mak, president of the county board, 
to widen Chicago’s gateway pavements 
from narrow 18 foot strips accommo- 
dating only two lanes of traffic to four 
lane traffic roads. It is proposed to 
raise $15,000,000 by a bond issue to be 
presented to the voters at the Novem. 
ber «lection. | ' 

Predict Bond Issue Passage. | 

If the taxpayers can be assured that 
the state will pay half the cost of the 
read widening, the bond issue is sure 
of passage, it was prédicted. In that 
ease, work would be started in the 
spring. 
Mr. Caristrom’s opinion also cleared 
up another point that has been. de: 
laying the road improvement plan. He 
declared that the county may raise 
money to improve and widen any road 
within its boundaries. The refund of 
one-half the cost, however, applies only 
to widened state roads, he said. y 

When a refund is made, the state 
would retain jurisdiction and control 
of the road and -would be responsible 
for maintenance of the widened por- 
tion, the opinion held. ;

AMERICAN SHIPS. | 
There are many Americans who will share Mr.

upon the maintenanve of an American merchant 


This ie probably true. The nation likes to see 
or to imagine its flag upon the seven seas; it 
Wishes to be sure of a certain number of Amer- | 
ean owned bottoms in case of war or other emer- 
gency; and. it is ready to pay the cost with more 
or leas cheerfulness. But that this maintenance 
of a merchant fleet is not fair to the country as 


@ whole is also true. The voyager and the shipper 
receive their money's worth in return,*but it is 
sémewhat bard upon the landlocked citizen who 
takes his holidays im a Mivver and does his ship- 
ping at the parcel post window. 

The U States can do everything as well 
and as cheaply as, if not better and more cheaply 
than, any other nation in the world. It can build 
automobiles, run railroads, mime coal, raise wheat 
more efficiently than any other country. But it 
cannot run a shipping business that will make 
money. Foreign competition, by taking the best 
of the trade, is running the American flag off the 
oceans. Foreign ships are taking the high revenue 
cargoes and forcing Arsaericar ships to take low 
revenue cargoes or travel ahout the globe in 
ballast. During the first half of 1925 the United 
States lost twelve per cent of its high class import 
business and nearly’ eleven per cent of its high 
class export business in trade with the most im- 
portant parts of the world. 

“To the question, Why?, there is this answer— 
not a complete answer, of course, but one of the 
most important of the many reasons for America’s 
failure on the seas. eg 

In. every other line of business and irérstrial 
endeavor American enterprise has gone ahvad on 
its own. It has cut away from oid standards and 
restrictions and has -pioneered its own way to its 
own methods. It refusell to be bound down by 
European bogeys and traditions. It adopted what 
it wanted of ite teachers’ practices, discarded the 
rest, and worked out its own practices. Today the 
teachers come to the pupils to learn. é 
‘ But itn the shipping business America has 
adhered blindly, ever since the civil war, to the 
methods and traditions of its foreign competitors, 
It was the foreigner who learnod from American 
in the days when American clippers poked their 
bowseprits into every port in the world, and who 
then went ahead on th+ir own while America 
lagged and did no more than follow—many sea 
miles behind. What America n-eds fs to Amer- | 
ijcanize her merchant marine. 

Wor one thing, the crews on American ships 
are too large. With entire safety to vessel, cargo, 
and passengers, the personnel of A™nerican ships, 
we believe, could be cut in half. The large crew is 
a relic of the days of sailing Vessels with their 
awkwardness and their danger. Fereignu ship 
ewners can afford large crews; their wage stand- 
ardg are lower; they can’ and do employ native 
labor @rafted from their colonies. The same prub- 
lem of competition with cheap labor confronted 
American industry. Wages could noi de cut. In- 
stead, industry. Americanized, cut down the pay 
roll, put in machinery and methods of quantity 
production, and mow can sell abroad and mest its 
rivals on even terms. The same thing can be done 
with American shipping if American ship owners 
will but shake off the bonds of foreign tradition. 


The relations of officers and crew, moreover, 
are a survival of medievalism. There must be i 
head anil there must be hands, but there is no need 
for the retention of a system which will not per- 
reat an officer to use his hands and a sailor to use 
nis head.

TWO KINDS OF HERO. 
Dr. Eliot and Valentino died on the same day, 
a circumstance which led many to compare the 
coniributions made by the two men to human wel- 
fare and happiness. The comparison got’ nowhere 
because the two lives were as unlike as salt and 
Perhaps a more fruitful comparison is suggested 
by the fact that the funerals of Valentino and Com- 
mander Rodgers were held at about the same time. 
Different as these two were, they had this in com- 
mon: both Were popular heroes who died prema- 
turely. The disgusting scenes about the corpse of 
‘he moving picture actor before the funeral need 
not be recalled. The Associated Press correspond- 
ent, describing the funeral of Commander Rodgers, 
wrote: 
“The service was scarcely fifteen minutes in 
length. A brief scripture reading and prayer was 
all John Rodgers was among his own people. 
No eulogy was needed and there was none... . 
Fifty persons, all close friends of the commander 
himself or of the family, were admitted to the 
services.” | 
Commander Rodgers won popularity through 
the courage and resovreéfulness he displayed on 
the attempted flight to Hawaii a year ago. He died 
in line of duty. His own deeds added luster to the 
name which he was the last of his line to bear. 
Whatever may have been Valentino’s persona! 
worth, the fact remains that he is remembered as 
the man who most successfully simulated in his day 
the heroism of the boudoir romance. He acted out 
other men’s ideas, many of which were maudlin 
‘and probably distasteful to him. Inevitably he was 
mourned not for the man he was but for the ro- } 
mantic figure he appeared to be #0 the simple 
minds which could not distinguish between Valen- 
tino the man and Valentino the mummer. He de- 
served recognition as a romantic actor with a 
measure of artistic integrity and instead was hailed 
as a modern Apollo. 
The thousands who trooped past Valentino’s 
dead body thought they were paying respect to 
him, but in reality were lamenting the passing of 
the Sheik and Beaucaire. The’ twitterings in the 
presence of death which shocked even hardened 
reporters were not in any real sense disrespectful, 
but resulted from the sudden realization by the 


Psychologists have long 
known that the,unexpected gives rise to laughter. 
No such scenes could possibly have occurred at 
the funefal of Commander Rodgers because his 
heroism was real, born of his character and train- 
ing. He @ied ashe had lived. Death lifted no veil 
from his face.

WHAT IS “CHICAGOLAND”: 

(Peoria Transcript. 
Tre CHicaco publishes on its editorial 
page what.purports to be a dispatch from Nauvoo, 
Ul, in which the writer finds fault with the writeup 
of that village sent in by James O'Donnell Bennett, a 
veteran newspaper man who is writing for Tam Trip- 
UnN® a Series of articles under the heading “ Chivago- 
land.” 
The Nauvoo complainant advises [nz TrIsunp that 
while in Nauvoo Mr. Bennett interviewed an old lady 
who had lived in the village 10 years, that he 
never called on Nauvoo , commercial houses, 
er city library, and made no mention of the new pub- 
lis school building, of St. Mary's academy, or of the 
churches. ‘This complainant concludes, “ We are not 
to be compared with Chicago, thank heavens, with its 
Gaily murders, thievery, and holdups. He (Bennett) 
entitles his stories as written in Chicagofand. We 
don’t want to be considered as belonging to that land 
nor within its territory.” 
Inasmuch as Nauvoo is situated on the Mississippi 
river 42 miles north of Quincy, it is not surprising 
that the residents of that village should suffer geo- 
graphical shock because Mr. Bénnett includes it in his | 
“ Chicagolana” itinerary. Nauvoo, however, should | 
feel complimented rather than insulted that a greai 
newspaper should condescend to recognize it and place 
it on the map for a day. Moreover, it was not the 
new schoo which lured Mr. Bennett to Nauvoo 
but the fact that the village was founded by the Mor- 
mons in 1840, that the Mormons were expelled in 1846, 
and that Nauvoo was the seat of the Icarian commu- 
nity in 1850-'67, 
Every city and village of Dlinois should be proud to 
be included in “ Chicaguiand.” In addition to being 
the second city of the United States and the fourth 
city of the world, Chicago is the most city 
in America and its great industries and-enterprises 
enrich as well as are enriched by the small commiini- | 
ties of Iinois. 
A century ago Peoria was the seat of government 
for territory which included Chicago. That is to say, 
a bunctred years ago Chicago was “ Peorialand.” Cuil- 
cago, however, is how more than a city~—it is a sym- 
bolism. It stands fer the midwestern idea in politics, 
religion, educztiou, and economics. Cook county prac- 
tieally G:minates state politics. In many respects all 
Dilincis is “ Chicagoland,” as well as many parts of 
Wisconsin, Iowa, Indiana, and Michigan.

GEN. GRANT'S SISTER. 
Evanston, DL, Aug. 30.—After reading 
the communication by Mra. George G. 
Bier in this morning’s Tarsune I wish 
to gay ‘hat I; too, have had difi- 
culty fff reconciling dates and locations 
mentioned in the articles by Mr. Ben- 
nett with what I know of the Grant 
family. My mother, who told me inci- 
Gents connected with them, has been 
dead for thirty years, and I decided that 
my memory was at fault. 

Mary F. Grant (Gen, Grant's sister) 
was an intimate friend of my ‘mother 
and her classmate at the Wesleyan Fe- 
male college in Cincinnati from 1854 
until 1858. I have a box of letters, yel- 
low with agé, some of them written by 
her at the time and others later while 
traveling abroad with her husband, Mr. 
Cramer, who was United States consul 
in Germany. Her letters from Coving- 
ton, Ky., are full of affectionate: refer- 
ences to her brother “Ulys.” In one, 
asking mother to visit her, she says, “ A 
telegram from Brother Ulys announces 
that he will be in Louisville today. We 
dispatched for him to come home on the 
first train, and if he obeys orders he 


'wiit be here this evening. I can aacure 


you he is not a bit: savake even -if he 
has been through the war.” Later in a 
letter from German: , she says, “ Yes, I 
fear my brother wili be entombed in the 
white sepulchre at Washington—what a 
dreadful fate!” 

Her letters from Germany are so in- 
teresting and portray so clearly the con- 
ditions of the country at that time that 
it is a joy to read them. Few writers of 
the present day have the gift of de- 
acription which belonged to Mary Grant 
Cramer. Some of her articles were pub- 
lished in the “ Ladies’ Repository,” the 
literary magazine of the day. .

States Accusel Youth’s Case. 
It was charged that Greenberg, who 
is 17, according to Attorney Pritzker 
and lives at 3540 West Harrison street, 
Was keeper of a house at 923 Galt ave- 
nue, where three young girls and sev- 
eral men were arrested Saturday night 
following complaints by neighbors. 


When his case was heard Tuesday |- 


‘the irregularities charged occurred, 
Attorney Pritzker told Judge David, 
and resulted in the placing of Green- 
berg on the witness stand during the 
Jhabeas corpus proceedings. 


“Did you sign a jury waiver?” | 


‘Judge David asked. Greenberg re- 
plied that he had not, although the 
records showed that he had. 


“If these Municipal court clerks} 


‘don’t stop falsifying court records they 
should be indicted,” the judge shouted. 
Puts Blame on Judge Walker. 

Mr. Pritzker interrupted the court 
‘to say his client had been convicted 
without a hearing, despite the request 
of the city prosecutor at the Town Hall 
court, who suggested to Judge Walker 
that the youth be given a continuance. 
His suggestion was overridden and 


Greenberg convicted without a fair 


chance, Pritzker declared. 

Judge Walker denied the clarges, as- 
gserting he had given the man a fair 
trial, and that Judge David had been 
misinformed.
